SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT BARTON (CANADA) IS 
PREPARING A DRAFT RESOLUTION DRAWN CLOSELY ALONE LINE OF 
ANTECEDENT UNFICYP RENEWAL RESOLUTIONS, AND THE COUNCIL 
IS SCHEDULED TO MEET JUNE 14. IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE 
SYG'S REPORT ON UNFICYP WILL BE CIRCULATED JUNE 8. 

TURKISH DEPUTY REP AKIMAN TOLD MISOFF THAT WHILE TURKS 
HOPE RENEWAL WILL GO SMOOTHLY IT IS NOT UNREALISTIC TO 
EXPECT RENEWING RESOLUTION TO REFLECT CHANGING SITUATION

AT THEIR REQUEST. MISOFF AND US AID OFFICIAL 
PIELEMEIER MET SEPARATELY WITH BOTSWANA FOREIGN MINIS- 
TER MOGWE AND LESOTHO FINANCE MINISTER SEKHONYANA FOL- 
LOWING THE UN PLEDGING CONFERENCE. SEKHONYANA MADE 
STRAIGHTFORWARD PLEA FOR US ASSISTANCE, AND PIELEMEIER 
EXPRESSED US INTEREST IN LESOTHO'S NEEDS. MOGWE GREATLY 
APPRECIATED US PLEDGE OF $5.5-6 MILLION, BUT WANTED TO 
KNOW WHETHER THERE WERE ANY CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH FUNDS 
COULD BE DIVERTED TO "EMERGENCY PROBLEMS" OTHER THAN 
EDUCATIONAL PROJECTS SPECIFIED BY US. HE SEEMED CLEARLY 
DISAPPOINTED WITH RESULTS OF PLEDGING CONFERENCE AND 
BAFFLED BY FACT THAT MORE PLEDGES HAD NOT BEEN MADE.

3 . RHODESIAN INFORMATION OFFICE IN AUSTRALIA - 

THE AUSTRALIAN MISSION CIRCULATED A NOTE TO UN 
MEMBERS WHICH STATED THAT AUSTRALIA PROPOSED TO INTRODUCE 
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LEGISLATION DESIGNED TO HAVE EFFECT TO THE MOST RECENT 
RESOLUTIION DIRECTED AGAINST THE MAINTENANCE OF RHODESIAN 
INFORMATION OFFICES AND AGENCIES ABORAD. (LIMITED

4. COMMITTEE ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS - 

THE COMMITTEE DECIDED JUNE 7 TO SEND A LETTER TO 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT REMINDING THE SC THAT THE 
GA HAD URGED THE COUNCIL TO CONSIDER THE COMMITTEE'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS AGAIN AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, IN ORDER TO 
TAKE MEASURES FOR THEIR IMPLEMENTATION. THE LETTER WILL 
NOT SPECIFY A DATE FOR THE DEBATE, BUT WILL EXPRESS STRONG 
BELIEF THAT UNDUE DELAY WOULD BE PREJUDICIAL AND THAT THE 
PRESENT SITUATION DEMANDS A POSITIVE APPROACH WHICH WILL 
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LEAD TANGIBLY TOWARD THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM. IT 
WILL ALSO STATE THAT THE COMMITTEE HAS BEEN "ENCOURAGED 
BY RECENT STATEMENTS BY LEADERS OF STATES WHICH PLAY AN 
IMPORTANT ROLE IN THE EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS TOWARD 
PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST," AND IN THE COMMITTEE'S VIEW 
THESE STATEMENTS INDICATE A GENERAL ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THE PALESTINIAN PROBLEM AND "IMPLICITLY 
RECOGNIZE THE PRINCIPLES UNDERLYING THE COMMITTEE'S 
APPROACH TOWARD FINDING AN ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION TO IT." 
CHAIRMAN FALL (SENEGAL) REPORTED ON HIS CONTACTS WITH 
THE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES OF WESTERN SC MEMBERS AND 
SAID THAT IT WAS SC PRESIDENT BARTON'S (CANADA) VIEW 
IT WOULD NOT BE ADVISABLE TO CONVENE A COUNCIL MEETING ON 
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THE MATTER AT THIS TIME BECAUSE OF THE BILATERAL EFFORTS 
UNDERWAY. A NUMBER OF SPEAKERS THOUGHT THAT CONTACTS WITH 
SC MEMBERS SHOULD BE CONTINUED AND THAT THE COUNCIL HAD TO 
MEET ON THE MATTER BEFORE THE NEXT GA. SUGGESTIONS WERE MADE 
FOR A UN INFORMATION CAMPAIGN ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS. 

THE CHAIRMAN SAID THE FRG REPRESENTATIVE STATED 
THE FRG POSITION WAS UNCHANGED, THAT CORRESPONDENCE WITH 
THE COMMITTEE "WOULD MAKE IT DIFFICULT TO DEAL WITH THE 
OTHER SIDE," AND THAT CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT’S STATEMENTS INDI- 
CATED FRG'S CURRENT POSITION. THE FRENCH HAD STATED THAT 
TO ANSWER THE COMMITTEE S LETTER WOULD BE TANTAMOUNT TO 
PARTICIPATING IN THE COMMITTEE’S WORK. AMB YOUNG HAD 
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TOLD HIM THAT THE PROBLEM WAS BEING DEALT WITH PERSONALLY 
BY PRESIDENT CARTER AND THE US THOUGHT IT COULD DO MORE 
THROUGH BILATERAL CONTACTS WITH THE VARIOUS PARTIES IN 
VOLVED THAN IN A PUBLIC WAY. THE UK HAD NOT ANSWERED 
FOR VARIOUS REASONS. EACH OF THE REPRESENTATIVES WITH 
WHOM HE HAD SPOKEN PROMISED A FURTHER REACTION, AND HE 
BELIEVED THAT THE CONTACTS HAD BEEN POSITIVE. 

PLO OBSERVER TERZI DECLARED IT WAS IMPERATIVE FOR 
THE GA TO RECONSIDER THE COMMITTEE S RECOMMENDATIONS 
BEFORE THE NEXT GA. NUSEIBEH (JORDAN) SAID THE UN SHOULD 
BE ASKED TO REACTIVATE SOME AGENCIES TO DEAL WITH SUCH 
MATTERS AS PALESTINIAN PROPERTIES. WATER RESOURCES AND 
MACHINERY FOR REPATRIATION OF PALESTINIANS OR FOR COM 
PENSATION FOR ANY WHO DID NOT WANT TO BE REPATRIATED. 

ALLAF (SYRIA) WAS GLAD THE CHAIRMAN HAD STATED THAT 
COUNTRIES COULD NOT IGNORE THE COMMITTEE BECAUSE THEY 
HAD NOT VOTED FOR THE RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING IT. HE 
NOTED THAT GA RES 181 PROVIDED FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
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A PALESTINIAN STATE AS WELL AS FOR "THE AGGRESSOR STATE 
OF ISRAEL." HE ALSO SAID THAT SOME DID NOT KNOW THAT 
THE US WAS COMMITTED TO THE RETURN OF THE PALESTINIANS WHO 
WANTED TO RETURN. AND COMPENSATION FOR THOSE WHO DID NOT, 
BY ITS SPONSORSHIP YEAR AFTER YEAR IN THE GA OF RESOLU- 
TIONS CONTAINING THAT PROVISION. 

SYRIA. TUNISIA, GDR AND GUINEA ALL CALLED FOR A PUBLICITY 
CAMPAIGN. TERZI SAID ONE POINT THAT SHOULD BE EMPHASIZED IN 
THE INFORMATION CAMPAIGN WAS "THE SCANDALOUS BEHAVIOR" OF 
THE US IN FORCING ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION PARTITIONING 
PALESTINE. THE CHAIRMAN NOTED THERE COULD BE NO GUARANTEE 
THERE WOULD NOT BE A VETO, BUT IF FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS 
CONTINUED "IN THE DIRECTION WE NOTE NOW" IT MIGHT BE 
POSSIBLE TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS. THE COMMITTEE SHOULD 
FOLLOW A POLICY OF "CAUTIOUS OPTIMISM," HE ADDED. 

5. COMMITTEE OF 24 - 

FORMER RHODESIAN PRIME MINISTER TODD TOLD 
THE COMMITTEE JUNE 6 OF HIS IMPRISONMENT BY THE SMITH 
REGIME, AND DESCRIBED OTHER ACTS COMMITTED BY THE REGIME. 
VICE CHAIRMAN NEYTCHEV (BULGARIA) REPORTED ON HIS PARTICI- 
PATION IN THE WORLD ASSEMBLY OF BUILDERS OF PEACE IN 
WARSAW MAY 6-11. CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) DEPLORED 
RHODESIA'S AGGRESSION AGAINST MOZAMBIQUE, WHICH HE CON- 
SIDERED CLEARLY A RESPONSE TO THE MAPUTO DECLARATION, AND 
EMPHASIZED NEED FOR INTENSIFIED SUPPORT FOR THE LIBERATION 
STRUGGLE. SALIM, IN PROPOSING ORDER IN WHICH ITEMS SHOULD 
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BE TAKEN UP, INCLUDED THE "SPECIAL COMMITTEE DECISION OF 
SEPT. 7, 1976 CONCERNING PUERTO RICO," SUBJECT TO THE 
AVAILABILITY OF THE RAPPORTEUR S REPORT, AS THE THIRD ITEM 
TO BE CONSIDERED IN EARLY AUGUST. THE COMMITTEE DECIDED 
TO SEND A DELEGATION LED BY THE CHAIRMAN TO PARTICIPATE 
IN THE WORLD CONFERENCE AGAINST APARTHEID IN LISBON 
JUNE 16-19. 
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TODD DESCRIBED EVENTS IN RHODESIA AND UK EFFORTS 
BEGINNING FROM A FEW DAYS BEFORE UDI WHEN HE AND HAROLD 
WILSON DISCUSSED THE SITUATION, AND WILSON AND HIS MILI- 
TARY ADVISER DECIDED THAT THE LOGISTICS OF A POSSIBLE 
MILITARY CAMPAIGN WERE TOO DIFFICULT TO OVERCOME. TODD 
SPOKE OF HIS IMPRISONMENT, OF KISSINGER S VISIT AND 
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SMITH'S DECEIT, AND THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY OF TERROR 
AGAINST CIVILIANS. HE SAID THAT AT FIRST GLANCE THE NEW 
UK-US APPROACH SEEMED "SPLENDID" BUT IT WOULD BE SIGNIFI- 
CANT ONLY TO THE EXTENT THAT IT COULD SUCCEED. EITHER 
SMITH COULD BE FORCED TO TRANSFER POWER TO THE PEOPLE AS 
A WHOLE OR GUERRILLA WAR WOULD CONTINUE UNTIL "THE GUN" 

BROUGHT ABOUT THE REQUIRED SHIFT. IF THE WAR DID CON- 
TINUE, SO MUCH DAMAGE WOULD HAVE BEEN DONE TO BOTH THE 
INSTITUTIONS OF GOVERNMENT AND TO THE ECONOMY THAT A 
TOTALITARIAN REGIME MIGHT WELL RESULT. HE COULD NOT 
DETERMINE WHETHER THE BRITISH INITIATIVE WAS LIKELY TO 
SUCCEED, BUT HE HAD COME TO PLEAD FOR MAXIMUM SUPPORT 
FOR IT. WHAT WAS NEEDED WAS A CLEAR COMMITMENT BY THE 
UK AND THE US THAT THEY WOULD USE EVERY MEANS SHORT OF 
ARMED INTERVENTION TO BRING THE WAR TO AN END ON THE BASIS 
OF A TRANSFER OF POWER. 

IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS, TODD SAID HE BELIEVED 
THAT ABOUT 75 TO 80 PERCENT OF THE WHITE PEOPLE WOULD 
REMAIN UNDER MAJORITY RULE, THAT MOST PEOPLE IN RHODESIA 
WOULD FAVOR AN ELECTION TO CHOOSE A NEW GOVERNMENT, AND 
IF THERE WERE A SHORTAGE OF OIL THE WHITE GOVERNMENT 
COULD NOT RULE. 

6. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

DEBATE ON TUVALU AND THE GILBERT ISLANDS WAS CON- 
CLUDED IN THE SUBCOMMITTEE JUNE 7 WITH A CLOSING STATEMENT 
BY DALTON (UK), WHO DWELT MAINLY ON THE FUTURE STATUS OF 
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OCEAN ISLANDS (BANABA), NOW PART OF THE GILBERT ISLANDS. 

AT THE REQUEST OF FIJI, THE SUBCOMMITTEE DECIDED TO 

ATTACH TO ITS REPORT A COMMUNICATION FROM THE RABI COUNCIL 
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OF LEADERS, A GROUP OF BANABANS ON RABI ISLAND, WHICH 
BELONGS TO FIJI. THE SUBCOMMITTEE EXPECTS TO BEGIN 
CONSIDERATION OF AMERICAN SAMOA JUNE 9. 

DALTON EXPLAINED THAT THE TWO PROBLEMS RELATING TO 
OCEAN ISLAND WERE WHETHER IT SHOULD REMAIN PART OF THE 
GILBERT ISLANDS AS THE GILBERTESE WISHED OR WHETHER IT 
SHOULD BE SEPARATED AND HAVE SOME FORM OF ASSOCIATION 
WITH FIJI, AS THE BANABANS (OCEAN ISLANDERS) WISHED, AND 
TO WHICH FIJI WAS AGREEABLE. HE NOTED THAT OCEAN 
ISLAND WAS SOME 1400 MILES FROM FIJI AND 240 MILES FROM 
THE GILBERTS AND THERE WERE LESS THAN 100 BANABANS NOW 
LIVING ON OCEAN ISLAND. POSNETT, WHO HAD UNDERTAKEN A 
MISSION ON BEHALF HMG, CONCLUDED THAT THE SITUATION WAS 
UNIQUE AND DEMANDED A SPECIAL SOLUTION. THE UK BELIEVED 
NEGOTIATION WAS POSSIBLE AND IT WISHED TO DISCUSS THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUE WITH THE FIJI GOVERNMENT. DALTON 
SUGGESTED IT MIGHT BE THAT TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY WAS OF 
MORE ACCOUNT IN THIS CASE THAN SELF-DETERMINATION. HMG, 
AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND WERE PREPARED TO MAKE AVAILABLE 
ON AN EX GRATIA BASIS 10 MILLION AUSTRALIAN DOLLARS TO 
ESTABLISH A FUND FOR EXPENDITURE ON DEVELOPMENT AND COM- 
MUNITY PURPOSES, AND THE UK HOPED THAT SOLUTIONS MIGHT BE 
REACHED ON THE BASIS OF COMPROMISE AND COOPERATION, HE 
STATED. 

7. COMMITTEE FOR PROGRAM AND COORDINATION - 

IN EFFECTIVELY SUMMING UP THE "MAIN THEMES" OF 

THE COMMITTEE'S IN-DEPTH REVIEW OF THE TRANSPORT PROGRAM, 

THE CHAIRMAN SAID THE DISCUSSION DEMONSTRATED THE IMPOR- 
TANCE AND COMPLEXITY OF THE TRANSPORT PROGRAM, BUT THERE 
WAS AGREEMENT THAT THE OUTPUT WAS MODEST, UNFOCUSED AND 
DID NOT REFLECT AN AGREED SET OF PRIORITIES. THE CHAIR- 
MAN’S SUMMARY WAS GENERALLY WELL RECEIVED, ALTHOUGH PAKISTAN 
INDICATED SOME CONCERN ABOUT BEING TOO HARSH ON UNCTAD.
